“But a certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came where 
he was: and when he saw him, he had compassion on him.” 


—Luke 10:33. 


I would like to speak to you on 
“The Compassion of Jesus.” In 
chapter 10 of the book of Luke, 
Jesus tells what, no doubt, is a 
true story. 


Whenever Jesus told a parable, 
He never used proper nouns and 
names. Whenever He used proper 
nouns and proper names, it meant 
that He was telling a true in- 
cident. That is why we know that 
the record of the rich man who 
went to Hell is not just a parable. 
A lot of folks say that is a parable 
because they do not believe in Hell 
and they do not want to believe in 
Hell. They want to make it appear 
that the Bible does 
that there is a Hell. 

In chapter 16 of the Book of. 
Luke, Jesus told of a rich man.

who went to Hell. This is not a 
parable, because Jesus gives peo-| 


ple’s names in it. He said that the 


beggar’s name was Lazarus. He 


said that he went into paradise, 
and saw Abraham. He mentions 
people’s names, 


So here Jesus, 


doubtlessly, is giving a true in-| 


cident. 

In chapter 10 of the Book of 
Luke, we read of a man who went | 
down into Jericho from Jerusalem. 


He went down geographically, be- 
cause it is down from Jerusalem 
to Jericho. When you go to Jeru- 
salem, the city of God, you go up. 
This man went down not only

come short of the glory of God.”—Rom, 3 22, 23. 


That is one of the hardest truths man has to learn. 
We are apt to think that we are just a little better than our 
neighbors, and if we find they are a little better than our- 
selves, we go to work and try to pull them down to our level. 
If you want to find out who and what man is, go to the third 
chapter of Romans, and there the whole story is told. “There 
is none righteous, no, not one.” “All have sinned and come 
short.” All! Some men like to have their lives written before 
they die. If you would like to read your biography, turn to 
this chapter, and you will find it already written. 


I can imagine some one saying, 
“TI wonder if he really pretends 
to say that ‘there is no differ- 
ence.’’’ The teetotaller asks, “Am 
I no better than the drunkard?” 
Well, I want to say right here 
that it is a good deal better to 
be temperate than intemperate; 
a good deal better to be honest 
than dishonest; it is better for a 
man even in this life to be up- 
right in all his transactions than 


to cheat right and left. But when 
it comes to the great question of 
salvation, that does not touch the 
question at all, because “All have 
sinned and come short of the 
glory of God.” 

Men are all bad by nature; 


the old Adam-~-stock is bad, and 
we cannot bring forth good fruit 
until we are grafted into the one 
True Vine. If I have an orchard, 
and two apple trees in it, which 
both bear some bitter apples, per- 
fectly worthless, does it make any 
difference to me that the one 
tree has got perhaps five hundred 
apples, all bad, and the other 
only two, both bad? There is no 
difference.,One tree has more fruit 


/ The Curse of Hidden Sin 


By Editor John R. Rice’ 


(Preached at Calvary Baptist Church, Wheaton, Illinois, 


November 24, 1957.) 


“He that covereth his sins shall not prosper: 


but whoso 


confesseth and forsaketh them shall have mercy.—Prov. 28: 


13. 


Sin unconfessed and sin hidden| 


is certain to bring failure, certajn 
to bring judgment. But sin con- 
fessed and forsaken has mercy and 
forgiveness, the Scripture says. 

Joshua, chapter 7, tells the story 
of the children of Israel after 
the first great victory in the prom- 
ised land. God opened up the river 
Jordan and they walked through 
on dry land. The water dammed 
up, walled up until they passed 
through. Then they were to march 
around Jericho seven days. Each 
day they went around once; the 

seventh day, seven times. Then 
when the trumpets blew, the peo- 
ple shouted and the walls fell flat. 

But God had said that all the 
silver and gold and all the precious 
things in that city were consecrat- 
ed to the Lord. “Take this city. 
The gold, the silver, the precious 
things are all-to be taken for the 
Lord. The prey belongs to God.’ 

But now trouble comes. They 
had gone up to Ai and trouble 
came because of their sin. 

In Joshua 7, beginning with 
verse 1: 

“But the children of Israel com- 
mitted a trespass in the accursed 
thing: for Achan, the son of Carmi, 
the sow of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, 
of the tribe of Judah, took of the 
ACCURSED thing: and the anger 


of the Lord was kindled against 
the children of Israel.” 

It is strange, but here “ac- 
cursed” has the same meaning as 
“devoted.” If something is devoted 
to God but you use it for yourself, 
it is accursed. The thing that is 
blessed because it belongs to God, 
is accursed if you use it. 


“And Joshua sent men from 
Jericho to Ai, which is beside 
Bethaven, on the east side of Beth- 
el, and spake umto them, saying, 
Go wp and view the country. And 
the men went up and viewed Ai. 
And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the peo- 
ple go wp; but let about two or 
three thousand men go up and 
smite Ai; and make not all the 
people to labour thither; for they 
are but few. So there went up 
thither of the people about three 
thousand men: and they fled be- 
fore the men of Ai. And the men 
of Ai smote of them about thirty 
and six men: for they chased them 
from before the gate even unto 
Shebarim, and smote them in the 
going down: wherefore the hearts 
of the people melted, and became 
as water.” 

Remember, the children of Is- 
rael had just gone into the land 
of Canaan, It reminds me some- 
what of the New Testament 


church at Jerusalem. They had 
had Pentecost. They had a great 
ingathering; then Ananias and 
Sapphira dissembled and deceived. 
It was about money, too. And the 
money was theirs. They could have 
had it, but they claimed they sold 
the property for a certain amount 
and said they gave it all to the 
Lord. First Ananias, then Sap- 
phira was struck dead because 
they lied to God about money. 

In this case in Joshua 7, the 
children of Israel had just come 
into the land of Canaan. God must 
make an example of outrageous 
sin and deceit about money and 
about the Lord’s things; so here 
destruction comes. 

Several lessons come to mind 
through this wonderful passage. I 
trust God will speak to you as He 
speaks to me. 


I. Failure Often Comes 
Because of Sin 


Now notice, failure often comes 
because of sin. I did not say it 
always comes because of sin. 
Sometimes failure is success. 
Sometimes the best thing that can 
happen to a person is failure. It 
was good for Paul to have a thorn 
in the flesh. And it was good for 
Joseph to be sold into slavery 
down in Egypt. His_ brothers 
meant it for evil, but God meant 
it for good, the Bible says. 

Many times what seems to be 
failure is really success and the 
blessing of God. It is not always 
bad to be sick; sometimes it is 
good, and for the glory of God and

So it is with man. One thinks 
he has got only one or two very 


little sins—God won't notice them: 
While another man has broken 
every one of the Ten Command- 
ments! No matter, there is no 
difference; they are both guilty; 
they have both broken the law. 
The law demands complete and 


perfect fulfillment, and if you can- 
not do that, you are lost, as far 
as the law is concerned. ‘“Who- 
soever shall keep the whole law, 
and yet offend in one point, he is 
guilty of all.”

Suppose you were to hang up 
a man to the roof with a chain of 
ten links; if one were to break, 
does it matter that the other nine 
are all sound and whole? Not the

the one box of books left from 
‘the book table, the fimance com- 
mittee gave a full accounting of 
funds raised and _ spent, 
Brother Bill Barbry rushed me to 
the Atlanta airport where I caught 
an Eastern airlines plane at 9:35 
'P. m. for Mermphis. I arrived in 
|Memphis at 10:50, spent the night 
fin the airport, until 4:25 in the 
morning. I read two books of the 
Bible, a newspaper, wrote a let- 
ter, and dozed sprawled in a chair, 
then I caught an American air- 
Mines plane at 4:25 a. m. to Fort 
Worth; had a one-hour lay over 
and change of planes, then at 
7:00 a. m. took off again for El 
Paso.

“Richard Reath, Kent County 
Extension Service director and 
horticultural authority, says such 
storms serve to replenish the 
earth’s supply of nitrogem, the 
plant food element for stocky 
growth and dark green color of 
grass blades. Although an esti- 
mated 69,000 pounds of gaseous 
nitroger hangs over the average 
front lawn in the city all the time, 
plants can’t use an ounce until 
combined with other elements in- 
to useful chemical compounds. 
Lightning is one of the chief ways 
these combinations occur—form- 
ing nitrogen oxides the rain can 
wash out of the air to reach the 
soil.”

One thing troubling many con- 
servative, gospel-preaching chap- 
lains has been the “Unified Les- 
sons” material used in the Armed 
Services, in all branches. At the 
conference Dr. Garman and oth- 
ers spoke out against the attempt 
to force chaplains to use this ma- 
terial. 


Dr. Garman reports, “Believe it 
or not we were supported by some 
who do not have the reputation of 
being conservatives. You will be 
happy to know that after listen- 
ing to our expressed objections 
that Major General Terence P. 
Finnegan, Chief of Air Force 
Chaplains, declared, and I quote 
his exact words, ‘since it is ob- 
jectionable to the majority. here it 
is no longer mandatory’ He also 
declared that chaplains, ‘can use 
additional swpplementary litera- 
ture anytime,’ and Scripture Press, 
Union Gospel and Gospel Light 
House had been particularly men- 
tioned in the discussion as being 
desired by conservative chaplains. 
In conclusion he stated however 
that the “Unified Lessons” would 
be recommended for Air Force 
use. I also brought this matter 
to the attention of Brig: Gen. 
Moran, Deputy Chief of Chaplains, 
U. S. Army and he declared that 
their position was the same. We 
praise God for the outcome of all 
this.” 


We rejoice with Dr. Garman for 
the results of this meeting.

Nearly All Unconverted Saved in First Few Days. Pennsy]- 
vania and Michigan Have Most Students. 49 States, 27 
Foreign Countries Represented at Bob Jones University 


The new academic year at Bob 
Jones University began on a high 
spiritual plane with a three-day 
series of revival meetings. These 
evangelistic services are held at 
the beginning of every semester at 
this Christian school, which be- 
heves that an educational in- 
stitution cannot function effective- 
ly for the Lord unless not only 
the faculty and administration but 
also all of the students are born- 
again believers. 

Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., president, re- 
ports that an unusually small per- 
centage of the new students en- 
rolling this year came to the cam- 
pus unsaved. Nearly all of them 
were won to the Lord at the 
services or though personal wit- 
ness by roommates and friends 
during their first few days on the 
campus. The two or three who did 
not immediately yield to the mes- 
sage of the Gospel have been coun- 
selled with by Dr. Marvin Lewis, 
the director of religious activities, 
and perhaps at the time of this 
printing they will have given their 
lives to Christ. 

Dr. Bob, Sr., has often stated 
that although a young person may 
come to Bob Jones University un- 
saved, it is practically impossible 
for him to remain in the intensive 
Christian atmosphere of the Uni- 
versity for very long without being 
won to Christ. Experience has 
shown this to be true. Through 
the years those few who have 
hardened their hearts to the Holy 
Spirit—and the percentage has\ 
been extremely small—have in- 
variably withdrawn before the end 
of a single semester. 


Again this year the enrollment 
has increased. The University ex- 
pects total matriculation for the 
year to be approximately 3,500, 
compared with just over 3,300 for 
1960-61. The students this semes- 
ter come from 49 of the 50 states 
and 27 foreign countries and ter- 
ritories. (The only state not cur- 
rently represented is Utah.) 


It is significant to note that 
more than 90 per cent of the stu- 
dent body comes from outside the 
state of South Carolina, where the 
“World’s Most Unusual Univer- 
sity” is located. Bob Jones Uni- 
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versity students are obviously at- 
tracted to the school not because 
of its geographical situation, but 
because of its stand for the ab- 
solute authority of the Bible, its 
willingness to “contend for the 


Faith,” its unequivocal fight 
against the unscriptural com- 
promise of the day. 

Once more, Pennsylvania and 


Michigan rank as the states with 
the largest number of students. 
Florida, Ohio, New York, Califor- 
nia, Illinois, Indiana, North Caro- 
lina, and New Jersey again round 
out the “top ten.” Among the 
foreign countries represented are 
Canada, Austrailia, Brazil, Chile, 
Finland, Greece, Haiti, Korea, Li- 
beria, Thailand, and Uruguay. 

Aside from those who go out 
as foreign missionaries, a large 
percentage of Bob Jones Univer- 
sity students return to their own 
states and countries as pastors, 
school teachers, businessmen, 
housewives, etc—all of them 
trained to be effective witnesses 
for Christ whatever their calling 
or profession may be. 


A survey made recently by the 
Alumni Association gives some 
idea of the scope of the testimony. 
Graduates of Bob Jones University 
are serving the Lord in every 
state of the Union and in some 60 
foreign countries.

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There are few sounds sweeter 
to a mother’s ear than that of her 
children playing happily together 
in the way and place they are sup- 
posed to play! As far as I am con- 
cerned, the only thing which 
sounds more pleasant is to hear a 
Daddy’s laughter mingled with the 
children’s voices as they play. 


Just the other night Daddy Don 
(usually called Sandy in this col- 
umns, but friends are telling me 
that sounds undignified in print 
for a father of three) got home 
from work just a little earlier 
than usual and so he was playing 
a game of Hide-and-Seek with the 
children while I finished getting 
dinner ready. I was enjoying the 
giggles and squeals of delight 
when I .suddenly remembered 
something I had wanted to tell 
my husband all day. It wasn't 
hard to find his hiding place. In 
the middle of the bedroom stood 
Baby Don gleefully pointing to his 
daddy’s feet sticking out from be- 
hind the bed! I watched the game 
for a little while, deciding that 
my point of information could 
wait for a more opportune time. 
Carol, who. was “seeking,” was 
wandering around the living room 
looking behind curtains and chairs 
and saying, ‘“Where’s Daddy? 
Where’s Daddy?” so I thought J’d 
give her a little hint. 

“Why don’t you look in the back 
part of the house?” I said. 

She gave me one of those looks 
reserved for people who don’t 
know the rules of the game. “No, 
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Mommy, don’t you understand? 
I’m supposed to look everywhere 
else first!’ I smiled to myself and 
decided I’d better go back into the 
kitchen and finish my dinner. Of 
course Carol knew where to find 
her daddy—but it just wouldn't 
be a game if she went to him too 
quickly! 

Later, as I stood at the kitchen 
stove stirring gravy, I thought 
about the game of Hide-and-Seek 
we so often play with our Heaven- 
ly Father. He makes His presence 
so obvious in so many different 
ways—by His daily provision of 
food and shelter, by the good 
health which He gives, by the fel- 
lowship of loved ones and friends, 
and especially by the constant 
communication He offers us 
through His Word. And yet, some- 
how, we feel we must go through 
the ritual of “playing the game.” 
We know that He has told us how 
and where to find Him in time of 
need, but we hesitate to go there 
directly. Instead, we go through 
a formal routine of praying as 
though the piety of our words or 
the amount of repetition had any- 
thing at all to do with the near- 
ness of God’s ear or the tender- 
ness of His loving heart. 

We sometimes say, “Well, I 
must not ask God for this or that 
because the request does not ful- 
fill all the biblical requirements 
for getting prayers answered.” Oc- 
casionally someone says, “I know 
I can pray for what I need but I 
don’t think it would be right to 
ask for something I merely want.” 
I have even heard a mother say, 
“T’m afraid to ask for such-and- 
such; if I don’t get an answer, my 
children will think God doesn’t 
answer prayer.” 

All of these statements indicate 
that for many of us prayer is a 
game, a respected ritual which 
shows our spirituality but does 
nothing for our hungry, needy 
hearts. Perhaps the simple mot- 
to, “Pray Anyway” could revolu- 
tionize our prayer lives. Do you 
doubt that your request will fit 
God’s requirements? Then pray 
anyway—the more you ask the 
easier it will be for Him to make 
the prayer fit the requirements! 
Do you hesitate to ask for some 
personal desire? Pray anyway— 
He loves to provide for the hap- 
piness of His children! Are you 
afraid you do not have enough 
faith to see your prayers an- 
swered? Pray anyway—the Lord 


is more concerned about His repu- 
tation as a Prayer-Answering God 
than you are. He will see that 
your children learn that He is 
quick to hear. 

Hide-and-Seek is a fine game for 
little children to play with their 
human daddies, but it will not do 
for us to play with our Heavenly 
Father. Hurry! He is patiently 
waiting. Go find Him at once! 

“Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, amd ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you: 
For every one that asketh receiw- 
eth; and he that seeketh findeth; 
and to him that knocketh it shall 
be opened’”’—Matthew 7:7, 8.

In his 
conclusion, however, he restates 
the evangelical position in lan- 
guage that is remarkably similar 
to that of- neo-orthodoxy. One 
misses a clear and ringing testi- 
mony to the infallibility of Scrip- 
ture as the basis for preaching to- 
day. There are too many conces- 
sions to the neo-orthodox doctrine 
of the experience of revelation .. . 
his conclusions are remarkably 
weak for anyone who assumes the 
authority of the Bible in the first 
place. One really learns little 
about New Testament preaching 
that is not self-evident in a sim- 
ple reading of the Scriptures.”

On his journey downward, he 
fell among thieves. The Bible tells 
us that they beat him and left 
him half dead. 


This is a true picture of every 
lost person. You may be alive 
physically, but you are dead spir- 
itually, my friend. Like this man, 
you are half dead. 


We read that a priest came that 
way. This man represents the 
preachers, the religious leaders. He 
came that way, saw him robbed, 
bleeding, stripped, half dead, and 
went on his way without mercy. 


We read that a Levite, who 
represents the religion of the Bible, 
came by, saw him bleeding, beg- 
ging, saw him in need, stripped 
and robbed and half dead, and 
passed by the other side of the 
road, and left him lying in a pool 
of blood. 

But we read that a good Samari- 
tan came by. That good Samari- 
tan represents none other than 
Jesus Christ. We read, “ . and 
when he saw him, he had compas- 
sion on him.” 


This leads me to our subject, 
“The Compassion of Jesus.” 


Someone said, “Suppose Jesus 
were to come back to earth again. 
Suppose after nearly two thousand 
years since He died upon the cross, 
arose from the grave, and went 
back to Glory, Jesus were to come 
back to earth again. Suppose He 
would come to the city of Pon- 
tiac, this old topsy-turvy, crazy 
upheaval of a world in which we 
live, how would Jesus react?” 


There is not a shadow of a 
doubt how He would react. The Bi- 
ble says in Hebrews 13:8, “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and 
to day, and for ever.” 


If Jesus walked through the

proved His compassion in four 
ways. 

There was a man by the name 
of Plato who lived before Jesus 
ever came. He wrote something 
that has been widely read called 
Republic. Plato's Republic has 
often been read and referred to 
as a great literary masterpiece. 
In it he came out denouncing the 
great theaters that they had, even 
in his day. There were great open- 
air amphitheaters where hundreds 
of people would come to see the 
drama. He came out against these 
theaters and it was for this reason. 


He said that no one ought ever 
to go to a theater. He said that 
when people go to see the actors 
on the stage and see them act, 
different emotions are produced. 
Sometimes people have the emo- 
tion of hatred produced in their 
heart. They are led sometimes 
to weep in sympathy and in sor- 
row. They are greatly moved emo- 
tionally. These people are moved 
emotionally, but they never do 
anything about it. He said that 
to be moved emotionally and never 
do anything about it is to do 
physical injury to one’s self. He 
said that to be moved to tears 
and never cause the will to act, 
does physical injury to the human 
body and to the human emotion. 

I believe that. I believe that 
people who are moved by emotion 
and are stirred by God Almighty 
and never do anything about it, 
do eternal injury both to their 
body and most tragic of all, to 
their immortal soul. 

Jesus was moved with compas- 
sion. He not only felt for people, 
but He did something about it. 


Jesus proved His compassion in 
four ways. 


1. He wept, first of all. We read 
in Luke 19:41, “. . . he beheld the 
city, and wept over it.” 


2. In the second place, He 
worked. He not only was moved 
to tears, but He worked. Jesus

Let me tell you something: real 
compassion produces action. Jesus

GREENVILLE, S. C., Sept. 28, 
. . . The faculty and students of 
Bob Jones University today en- 
dorsed Senator Strom Thurmond’s 
campaign to end “muzzling of the 
military” on the subject of com- 
munism and called for the resigna- 
tion of Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara. 

A resolution to this effect was 
approved by unanimous standing 
vote in a chapel program on the 
campus this morning. 

The resolution also asked for 
“a thorough, unbiased investiga- 
tion” of the case of Major Gen- 
eral Edwin A. Walker, “and any 
other cases of similar nature, to 
determine the true facts and 
either to vindicate these men or 
to make public valid reasons for 
their dismissal and/or censure.” 

Senator J. William Fulbright 
was criticized for issuing “a mem- 
orandum to the Pentagon to the 
effect that anti-communist 
speech-making by military person- 
nel should be restricted,” and 
Secretary McNamara was urged 
to “immediately order all muzzling 
of the military to cease” and then 
to resign. 

McNamara’s actions in approv- 
ing censorship of anti-communist 
statements in speeches and in “re- 
pressing the showing of the film 
‘Operation Abolition’” were 
termed “indefensible.” 

According to Dr. Edward M. 
Panosian, chairman of the resolu- 
tions committee of the faculty, 
copies of the resolution will be 
sent to Senators Thurmond and 
Fulbright, Secretary McNamara, 
members of the Senate subcom- 
mittee charged with investigating 
the “muzzling’”’ question, and “oth- 
ers who may be concerned with

8. In the third place, He was 
moved to prayer. More than once 
in the Bible, you read an expres- 
sion like this, “. . . He departed 
into a mountain to pray” . 

“He went out into a mountain ‘to 
pray and continued all night in 
prayer to God.” 

Jesus wept, Jesus worked, Je- 
sus prayed, Jesus was moved with 
compassion, and He died. In I 
Corinthians 15:3 we read, “. 
Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures... .” 


In the Gospels, Matthew, Mark 
and Luke, you find seven different 
occasions where the Bible says 
Jesus was moved with compassion. 
I want us to see these seven in-

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stances where Jesus was moved 
with compassion. 


It was a different thing every 
time that moved Him to compas- 
sion. The word compassion means 
“to suffer with.” The word sym- 
pathy means “to suffer with.” It 
means more than a word of con- 
solation; it means doing something 
about it. Compassion means not 
Only emotion, but it means action. 

Seven times in Matthew, Mark 
and Luke, Jesus was moved to 
compassion. 


I. He Saw People Without a 
Shepherd 

Jesus was moved, first of all, 
because He saw people without a 
shepherd. In Matthew 9:36 we 
read, “But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with com- 
passion on them, because they 
fainted, and were scattered abroad, 
as sheep having no shepherd.” 

Jesus wept over people because 
they had no shepherd. He wept 
over people because they had no 
Saviour. Thank God, to the saved 
person, Jesus is a shepherd. He 
is set forth in the New Testament 
as a threefold shepherd. 


First of all, in John 10:11 we 
read, “J am the good shepherd: 
the good shepherd giveth his life 
for the sheep.” 

As the good shepherd, thank 
God, He laid down His life that 
we might have life everlasting. 


He is spoken of in the New 
Testament not only as the good 
shepherd, but as the great shep- 
herd. Hebrews 13:20 speaks of this, 
“Now the God of peace, that 
brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus, that great shepherd 
of the sheep, through the blood of 
the everlasting covenant.” 


As the great shepherd, thank 
God, He is a living shepherd and 
a living Saviour. 

He is spoken of as the chief 
shepherd in I. Peter 5:4, “Amd 
when the chief Shepherd shall ap- 
pear, ye shall recewe a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away.” 

As the chief Shepherd, He is 
the coming Saviour. Oh, Jesus is 
set forth as the Shepherd, as the 
Pilot, as the Saviour, to those 
who accept Him and trust Him. 

There are three _ beautiful 
Psalms along this line. They are 
called a trilogy; that is, these 
three Psalms are about the same 
subject. They are Psalms 22, 23 
and 24. Psalm 22 shows Jesus as 
the good Shepherd dying. Psalm 
23 shows Him as the great shep- 
herd living. In Psalm 24, the 
psalmist said, “Lift wp your heads, 
O ye gates; even lift them up, ye 
everlasting doors and the king 
of glory shall come in.” This shows 
Jesus as the chief Shepherd com- 
ing again, thank God, to receive 
His own. 

When Jesus saw multitudes lost, 
when He saw their destiny, when 
He saw their despair, when He 
saw their confusion, when He saw 
them without a Saviour, the Bi- 
ble said, “He was moved with com- 
passion.” 


Il. He Saw. They Were Sick 

In Matthew 14:14 we read, 
“And Jesus went forth, and saw 
a great multitude, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, and 
he healed their sick.” 

Jesus is interested in sick peo- 
ple. I mean physically sick people. 
I believe that Jesus can heal sick 
bodies. I have certain safeguards 
around that doctrine. I do not 
believe in divine healers. I do be- 
lieve in divine healing. Jesus was 
interested in sick people. 

But, my friend, when you read 
in the Bible of Jesus healing some 
sick person, that physical act of 
healing a physical body always, 
without exception, teaches a 
spiritual lesson.. And when you 
read that Jesus was moved with 
compassion upon people who were 
sick, it means not only a physi- 
cal sickness, but a mental, a moral, 
a spiritual, and a soul sickness. 

Brother, this is a sick world. 


This is a sin-sick world! Notice’ 


where this verse is found—Matt- 
hew 14:14 (read the first 13 
verses). You find there the record 
of John the Baptist, the greatest 
preacher, according to Jesus, that 
ever lived. Jesus said of John the 
Baptist, “Of those born of women, 
the Baptist.” This is that preacher 
prophesied in the Old Testament. 


The Compassion of Jesus 


He said, “When you go out to see 
him, you won’t see a reed shaking 
in the wind. There is a man, 
brother. There is a real, old- 
fashioned, Spirit-filled, Holy Ghost, 
sin-fighting, Devil-hating preach- 
er.’ 

Jesus bragged on him. He never 
bragged on another human being 
in the Bible that I know of; but 
He bragged on that preacher. 


John the Baptist one day 
preached to the king, and he said 
to him, “You are living in sin.” 

He denounced him. And a wom- 
an said, “I want his head.” 


So we see that the first thirteen 
verses give the record of John 
the Baptist, Jesus’ favorite preach- 
er, being executed, martyred, mur- 
dered, and killed. 

“When he saw the multitudes, 
he was moved with compassion 
on them, and healed their sick.” 

It was a sick, sinful, rotten, cor- 
rupt world. And so is this one. I 
have never known so many sick 
people. Sick in every way. Sick 
in the head, sick in the heart, 
sick in the soul, sick in the body, 
and sick in the mind, It moved 
Jesus to compassion. 

If Jesus, the Son of God, walked 
into this city, He would be moved 
with compassion because of the 
Sin-sickness of people. 


Ill, He Saw They Were 


Hungry / 

In Matthew 15:32 we read, 
“Then Jesus called his disciples 
unto him, and said, I have com- 
passion on the multitude, because 
they continue with me now three 
days, and have nothing to eat: 
and I will not send them away 
fasting, lest they faint in the way.” 

Jesus saw a hungry people, and 
it moved Him to compassion, and 
He did something about it. 

There is only one miracle that 
all four of the gospel writers tell 
about, and that is the miracle of 
the feeding of the five thousand. 

All of the gospels do not tell 
about the raising of the dead. 
All of the gospels do not tell about 
the walking on the water. All four 
of the gospels do not tell about 
the healing of the blind. All four 
gospels do not give the miracle of 
turning the water to wine. But 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John 
all tell of the miracle of the feed- 
ing of the five thousand; because 
Jesus saw in people a hunger that 
only the Son of God could meet. 

This is a hungry world. There 
are many hungry hearts. Oh, how 
you will see them if you look for 
them. People have a hunger today. 
A lot of people will not admit it. 
Do you know that there are peo- 
ple who are worth millions of dol- 
lars that are hungry for some- 
thing. 

My wife and I and a member 
of this church went to the home of 
a man who probably is a multi- 
millionaire. He owns a thousand 
acres of land which are worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
They told me that his income to 
his heirs after he is dead will last 
a hundred years. That man said 
to me, “I am not a Christian.” 

Thank God, I had the joy to 
lead him to the Lord. He is tot- 
tering and feeble. My wife went 
into the sick room where his wife 
lay an invalid. I sat out on the 
porch and prayed, “O God, save 
that woman’s soul.” 

She started out like a lot of 
people start out, “I have been a 
member of such and such a 
church.” 

“But,” Mrs. Malone said, “there 
is a difference between being a 
member of a church and being 
saved.” 

She admitted she was not born 
again and she was not saved. 
Thank God, in a moment we had 
the husband come over and hold 
her hand, and she prayed the 
sinners’ prayer—‘‘God be merciful 
to me a sinner.” 

And God saved her soul from 
Hell. She received something in 
five seconds that five million dol- 
lars could not buy. 

Oh, may God help us to see that 
this is a hungry world.

We read in Matthew 20:34, “So 
Jesus had compassion on them, 
and touched their eyes: and im- 
mediately their eyes received 
sight, and they followed him.” 
This is a beautiful story. I love 
to read it.

Two blind men sat by the road- 
side. They heard this great multi- 
tude coming. No doubt they said, 
“Why all this multitude? What's 
going on? Who is causing all this 
tumult?” 

Someone said, “Jesus is going 
this way.” 

The two blind men began to cry 
out, “Have mercy on us, thou Son 
of David.” 

Do you know what the multi- 
tude did? The multitude said, “Be 
quiet. Don’t be hollering out and 
bothering Jesus. Lower your voice; 
you're not going to get any help 
from Jesus.” 

The Bible says they cried out 
again, “Have mercy on us, thou 
Son of David.” 


Jesus stopped. Brother, listen! 
If anyone ever asked the Lord 
for mercy, He responded. He never 
passed on by, and He never will. 
When they asked for mercy, He 
stopped and said, “. .. What will 
ye that I shall do unto you?” 


They said to Him, “. . . Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened.” 


And immediately, thank God, 
He made them see. He was moved 
with compassion because they 
were blind. 


This is a picture of unsaved 
people. “The blindness of the 
hearts,” the Bible says. 


Satan has blinded the minds of 
people and has hidden the Gospel 
from them, to keep them from 
believing. That is what is wrong 
with some of you. You are blind. 
You cannot see how wonderful 
Jesus is. If you could, you would 
be saved. There is not a shadow 
of a doubt about it. It would be 
the last day you would ever live 
in sin. If you could see how won- 
derful Jesus is, you would never 
walk another step without trusting 
Him. You cannot see how hot 
Hell is. You are ignorant of it. If 
you know how hot it is you 
would be saved. 


A man said to my calling part- 
ner and me this week, “Let me 
ask you something. I’ve heard 
preachers a lot of times tell things 
that I thought they were telling 
just. to scare people. I’ve often 
wondered whether that is right or 
not?” 

He was working in his yard by 
a lake, and there were four or 
five little children in the yard, 
and I believe that four of them 
were his. I said to him, “Have 
you ever tried to scare your chil- 
dren about that lake and about 
that water?” 

“Yes, you’re mighty right.” 

I said, “We do, too. We try to 
seare the little children about get- 
ting in the street. ‘A car will run 
over you and kill you,’ we tell 
them. We scare them about the 
fire. We scare them about things 
that we know can destroy them.” 

I have a greater motive in 
preaching than fear. But fear en- 
ters into it. A man who is not 
afraid of Hell is only brave be- 
cause he is blind. If he could get 
one little glimpse of Hell, he would 
run down the aisle. If he would 
pull aside the curtain of obscurity 
and get one fleeting glimpse of 
those sulphuric flames, he would 
come to the altar begging, “O 
God, save my soul before it is 
eternally too late.” 

No wonder Jesus was moved. 
No wonder He wept and pleaded 
and cried. He saw how blind they 
were. 


V. He Saw They Were Sinful 


In Mark 1:40, 41 we read, “And 
there came a leper to him, be- 
seeching him, and saying unto him, 
If thou wilt, thou canst make me 
clean. And Jesus, moved with com- 
passion, put forth his hand, and 
touched him, and saith unto him, 
I will; be thou clean.” 

I have often read this story. 
This was a leper, and leprosy is 
a type of sin. It is a disease of the 
flesh. It shows up in the skin. 
There is no cure for it, unless it 
is a divine cure. It is a blood 
and flesh disease. It comes from 
inside man, and shows its awful, 
hideous effects in his body. It is 
a picture of sin. 

Jesus talked with this leper, 
and the leper said, “Jf thou wilt, 
thou canst make me clean.” 

I like that. The leper just said 
down in his old black heart, “Oh, 
I believe that if Jesus would, He 
could cure this leprosy. He could 


would,” 
So he said to Jesus, “Jf thou wilt 
. . make me clean.” 
Do you know what Jesus said? 


He did not beat around the bush. | 


He did not say, “Now buddy, I’m 
going to give you a lesson on 
theology.” He looked right down 
at him and said, “ ...I will; be 
thou clean.” 

Isn’t that wonderful? I can just 


‘see that old boy. I think he got 


up out of that old pile of filth 
and corruption, stomped his feet 
against the ground and said, “Bless 
God, I am clean.” 

You know, when you get clean 
and get saved, there is no hope 
sO, maybe so, or think so. Either 
you are saved or you are not 
saved. The old boy knew he was 
well. 

Jesus had compassion on his soul 
because of his sin. Some of you 
still have your sin on you. If you 
would die right now, you would 
meet God as sinful as you could 
be. If you would die right now, 
you would reap throughout an end- 
less eternity in Hell, every sin 
you have ever committed a thou- 
sandfold. But God loves you, 
friend. I’m glad that is in the 
Bible. I'm glad that every time 
I look into a man’s face and take 
him by the hand and talk to him 
about Jesus, I can say, “Jesus 
loves you.” 


VI. He Saw They Were Crazy 


As I was studying these verses 
and preparing this sermon, I came 
to that word “crazy.” I thought 
to myself, Shall] I put it just Tike 
that? I will read you some verses 
and then you decide. In Mark 5:19 
we read, “Howbeit Jesus suffered 
him not, but saith unto him, Go 
home to thy friemds, and tell them 
how great things the Lord hath 
done for thee, and hath had com- 
passion on thee.” 

Jesus was talking to a man who 
lived in Gadara. Gadara was a 
little place high on a hill. It was 
the steepest place around the little 
sea of Galilee. This man lived 
there in the country of the Gad- 
arenes, and he was crazy. The Bi- 


bound him, put him in jail. They 
had done all they could do. But. 
any society cannot help a man 
like that. And society cannot 
make an alcoholic sober. Only God 
can do that. And even if society 
could do it, he would be a sober 
Sinner, and he would go to Hell 
sober. So, what good would it do? 


So the people of Gadara tried 
everything; and they could do 
nothing. He was crazy, he was 
wild, he lived in the cemetery, he 
picked up sharp pieces of rock 
and cut himself. Every night the 
folks would say, “Be sure your 
doors are locked. That maniac may 
come in this house.” 

Their little children were 
warned, “Don’t get too far away 
from the house. That maniac could 
come out of the tombs and out of 
the woods and come in here and 
tear you to pieces.” 

He was the Number One crim- 
inal, and the Number One sinner 
in the city. But one day Jesus 
came along, and there he was 
naked. He did not have sense 
Mough to put on his clothes. Je- 
sus came along, and this man be- 
gan to cry out, “Ho, thou Son of 
God, torment me not before my 
time.” 

Jesus said to the demons, “Get 
out of him.” 

Jesus asked the man, “What is 
your name?” 

“My name is Legion; for we are 
many.” 

There were two thousand head 
of hogs feeding in the mountains. 
Jesus cast the devils out and the 
Devil must occupy a body. That is 
what he wants. He is an imitator 
in every detail. God wants to live 
IN YOU. Satan wants to live IN 
YOU, like he lived in that man. 
Jesus said to the devils, “Come 
out of him.” 

And he filled two thousand hogs 
full of devils. You know, one hog 
full of the devil is hard to handle! 
They came running down the 
mountain and into the sea. Mrs. 
Malone and I saw the place where 
they ran over. I stood there and 
laughed and said, ““‘Thank God, I

least. One link breaks, and down 
comes the man. But is it not 
rather hard that he should fall 
when the other nine are perfect 
and only one is broken? Why, of 
course not; if one is broken, it is 
just the same to the man as if all 
had been broken; he falls. So the 
man who breaks one command- 
ment is guilty of all. He is a 
criminal in God’s sight. 

Look at yonder prison, with its 
thousand victims. Some are there 
for murder, some for stealing, 
some for forgery, some for one 
thing and some for another. You 
may classify them, but every man 
is a criminal. They have all bro- 
ken the law, and they are all pay- 
ing the penalty. So the law has 
brought every,.man in a criminal 
in the sight of God. 


If a man should advertise that 
he could take a correct photo- 
graph of people’s hearts, do you 
believe he would find a customer? 
There is’ not a man among ‘Us 
whom you could hire to have his 
photograph taken, if you could 
photograph the real man. We go 
to have our faces taken, and care- 
fully arrange our toilet, and if 
the artist flatters us, we say, “Oh, 
yes, that’s a first-rate likeness,” 
as we pass it round among our 
friends. But let the real man be 
brought out, the photograph of 
the heart, and see if a man will 
pass that round among his neigh- 
bors. Why, you would not want 
your own wife ‘o see it! You 
would be frightened even to look 
at it yourself. 


Nobody knows what is in that 
heart but Christ. We are told that 
“the heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it?” We do not 
know our own hearts; none of us 
have any idea how bad they are. 
Some bitter things are written 
against me, but I know a good 
many more things about - myself 
that are bad than any other man. 
There is nothing good in the old 
Adam nature. We have got a heart 
in rebellion against God by na- 
ture, and we do not even love God 
unless we are born of the Spirit. 

I can understand why men 
do not like this third chapter of 
Romans— it is too strong for them. 
It speaks the truth too plainly. 
But just because we do not like it, 
we shall be all the better for hav- 
ing a look at it: very likely we 
shall find that it is exactly what 
we want, after all. It’s a truth 
that men do not at all like, but I 
have noticed that the. medicine 
that we do not like is the medi- 
cine that will do us good. If we 
do not think we are as bad as the 
description, we must just take a 
closer look at ourselves. 

Here is a man who thinks he 
is not just so bad as it makes 
him out to be. He is sure he is 
a little better than his neighbor 
next door: he goes to church regu- 
larly and his neighbor never goes 
to church at all! “Of course,” he 
congratulates himself, “T’ll cer- 
tainly get saved easier.” But there 
is no use trying to evade it. God 
has given us the law to measure 
ourselves by, and by this most per- 
fect rule we have all sinned and 
come short, and “there is no dif- 
ference.” 


The Law Cannot Save, but 
It Shows up Sinners 

Paul brings in the law to show 
man that he is lost and ruined. 
God, being a perfect God, had to 
give a perfect law, and the law 
was given not to save men, but 
to measure them by. I want you 
to understand this clearly, be- 
cause I believe hundreds and 
thousands stumble at this point. 
They try to save themselves by 
trying to keep the law; but it was 
never meant for men to save 
themselves by. The law has never 
saved a single man since the world 
began. Men have been trying to 
keep it, but they have never suc- 
ceeded, and never will. Ask Paul 
what it was given for. Here is his 
answer, “That every mouth might 
be stopped, and the whole world 
become guilty before God.” In 
this third chapter of Romans the 
world has been put on trial, and 
found guilty. The verdict has been 
brought in against us all—minis- 
ters and elders and church mem- 
bers, just as much as prodigals 
and drunkards—“All have sinned 
and come short... .” 

The law stops every man’s 


mouth. God will have a man 
humble himself down on his face 
before Him, with not a word to 
say for himself. Then God will 
speak to him, when he owns that 
he is a sinner, and gets rid of 
his own righteousness. I can al- 
ways tell a man who has got near 
the kingdom of God; his mouth is 
stopped. If you will allow me the 
expression: God always shuts up a 
man’s lips before He saves him. 
Job was not saved until he stop- 
ped talking about himself. Just 
see how God deals with him. First 
of all, He afflicts him, and Job 
begins to talk about his own good- 
ness. “I delivered the poor,” he 
says, “and the fatherless, and 
him who had none to help him. 
I was eyes to the blind, and feet 
was I to the lame. I was a father 
to the poor!” Why, they would 
have made Job an elder, if there 
had been elders in those days! 
He was a wonderfully good man! 
But now God says, ‘I'll put a 
few questions to you. Gird up now 
thy loins like a man; for I will 
demand of thee, and answer thou 
me.’ And Job is down directly; he 
is ashamed of himself; he cannot 
speak of his works any more. “Be- 
hold,” he cries, “I am vile; what 
shall I answer thee? I will lay 
mine hand upon my mouth.” 


But he is now low enough yet, 
perhaps, and God puts a few 
more questions, ‘Ah’ says Job, ‘I 
never understood these things be- 
fore—I never saw it in that light. 
He is thoroughly humbled now; 
he can’t help confessing it. “I 
have heard of thee by hearing of 
the ear; but now mine eye seeth 
thee. Wherefore I abhor myself, 
and repent in dust and ashes.” 
Now he has found his right posi- 
tion before God, and now God can 
talk to him. And God helps him, 
and raises him up, and gives him 
the double of all that he had be- 
fore. The clouds and mist and the 
darkness around his path are 
driven away, and light from eter- 
nity bursts into his soul when he 
sees his nothingness in the sight of 
a pure and holy God. 

This, then, is what God gives 
us the law for—to show us our- 
selves in our true colors. 


I said to my family one morn- 
ing a few weeks before the Chi- 
cago fire, “I am coming home this 
afternoon to give you a ride.” 

My little boy clapped his hands. 
“Oh, Papa, will you take me 
see the bears in Lincoln Park?” 

“Yes.” 

You know boys are very fond 
of seeing bears. I had not been 
gone long when my little boy said, 
“Mama, I wish you would get 
me ready.” 

“Oh,” she said, “it will be a long 
time before Papa comes.” 

“But I want to get ready, Ma- 
ma.” 

At last he was ready to have 
the ride, face washed, and clothes 
all nice and clean. “Now, you must 
take good care and not get your- 
self dirty again,” said Mama. 
Oh, of course he was going to take 
care; he wasn’t going to get dirty. 
So off he ran to watch for me. 

However, it was a long time yet 
until the afternoon, and after a 
little he began to play. When I 
got him, I found him outside, with 
his face all covered with dirt. “I 
can’t take you to the Park that 
way, Willie.” 

“Why, Papa? 
would take me.” 

“Ah, but I can’t; you’re covered 
with mud. I couldn’t be seen with 
such a dirty little boy.” 

“Why I’se clean, Papa; Mama 
washed me.” 

“Well, you’ve got dirty since.” 

But he began to cry, and I 
could not convince him that he 
was dirty. “I’se clean; Mama 
washed me!” he cried. 

Do you think I argued with 
him? No. I just took him up in 
my arms, and carried him into the 
house, and showed him his face 
in the looking-glass. He had not 
a word to say. He would not take 
my word for it, but one look at 
the glass was enough; he saw it 
for : himself. He didn’t say he 
wasn’t dirty after that! 

Now the looking-glass showed 
him that his face was dirty—but 
I did not take the looking-glass to 
wash it; of course not. Yet that 
is just what thousands of people 
do. 

The law is the looking-glass to 
see ourselves in to show us how 
vile and worthless we are in the

wish I could see two thousand 
more jump over.” 

The people came to Jesus and 
said, “Will you get out of town?” 

This chapter proves that men 
love money more than God! This 
chapter also proves that men love 
hogs more than they do souls! No 
one said, “Thank God, the Num- 
ber One man has gotten saved.” 

They said, “Jesus, you’ve ruined 
our business. We’ve lost our hogs.” 

Jews had no business with hogs 
anyhow. God said, “You are not 
supposed to deal with hogs.” 

And if YOU are dealing with 
some kind of business that is not 
right, yours ought to be thrown 
in the sea. It would be the best 
thing that ever happened to you. 
I don’t believe that any Christian 
has got to sell beer and whiskey. 
I don’t care who he is. You Say, 
“Well, I have got to make a liv- 
ing.” 

No you don’t. You say, “Well, 
I'll starve to death.” 

Well, that would be better than 
going to Hell. No one has to deal 
with that damnable stuff. The 
longer I live, the more I hate it. 
Thank God, there has not been a 
drop go down this old throat of 
mine in nearly twenty-six years. 

My old granddaddy—God bless 
him—was such a drunkard when 
he was a younger man that they 
had to send him to Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, to what was then called 
the “Keeley Cure.” They sent him 
there to try to cure him; and had 
to send him back the second time. 
Finally he got the victory over 
whiskey. I saw him on his sick 
bed when he was past seventy 
years of age, before he really got 
right with God. He lay on that 
bed all winter long, out in that 
old home. My grandmother waited 
on him day and night, and the 
doctors said, “Will, you are going 
to die. I’m. going to send a bottle 
of wine out here tomorrow; and 
I want you to take about two 
tablespoons of it every day. It will 
help you, because you are not 
making any progress anyway. 

My old granddaddy raised that 


sight of God; but people take the 
law, and try to wash themselves 
with it! Man has been trying that 
for six thousand years, and has 
miserably failed. By the deeds of 
the law there shall no flesh be 
justified in His sight. Only one 
Man ever lived on the earth who 
could say He had kept the law, 
and that was the Lord Jesus 
Christ. If He had committed one 
sin, and come short in the small- 
est degree, His offering Himself 
for us would have been useless. 
But men have tried to do what He 
did, and have failed. Instead of 
sheltering under His righteousness, 
they have offered God their own. 
And God knew what a miserable 
failure it would be. “There is none 
righteous, no, not one.” 


Man Has Always Proved 
a Failure 

I don’t care where you put man, 
everywhere he has been tried he 
has proved a total failure. He was 
put in Eden on trial. Some men 
say they wish they had Adam’s 
chance. If they had, they would 
go down as quickly as he did. 

Put five hundred children into 
a hall, and give them ten thousand 
toys. Tell them they can run all 
over the hall, and they can have 
anything they want except one 
thing, placed, let us say, in one 
of the corners of Mr. Sankey’s or- 
gan. Go out for a little, and do 
you not think that is the very first 
place they will go to? Why, noth- 
ing else in the room would have 
any attraction for them but just 
the thing they were told not to 
touch. 

And so let us not think Adam 
was any worse than ourselves. 
Adam was put on trial, and Sa- 
tan walked into Eden. I do not 
know how long he was there, but 
I should think he had not been 
there twenty minutes before he 
stripped Adam of everything he 
had. There he is, fresh from the 
hands of his Creator; Satan comes 
upon the scene, and presents a 
temptation, and down he goes. He 
was a failure. 

Then God took man into cove- 
nant with Him. He said to Abra- 
ham, ‘Look yonder at the stars 
in the heavens and the sands on 
the seashore; I will make your

“Doctor, don’t send any liquor out 
here. I'd rather die than to let 
another drop go down my throat.” 


He lived to be more than ninety- 
one years of age and had more 
hair when he died than any man 
I know. 


I want to tell you that this old 
world is drinking its way to Hell 
a million miles an hour. These 
bartenders, table toppers, these 
whiskey sellers, and our own .gov- 
ernment that gets the taxes from 
it, are under the curse of God.

seed like those. I will bless thee 
and multiply thee upon the earth.’ 
But what a stupendous failure 
man was under the covenant! Go 
back and read about it. 


The Israelites are brought out 
of Egypt, see many signs and won- 
ders, and stand at last at the 
foot of Mount Sinai. Then God’s 
holy law is given to them. Did 
they..not promise to keep it? ‘O 
yes,’ they cry, ‘we'll keep the law.’ 
To hear them talk you might 
think it was going to be all right 
now. But just wait till Joshua 
and Moses have turned their 
backs! No sooner have their lead- 
ers gone up the mountain to have 
an interview with God than they 
begin to say, ‘We wonder what has 
become of this man, Moses? We 
don’t know where he has gone to. 
Come, let us make unto us. anoth- 
er god. Aaron, make us a golden 
calf! Here are the golden orna- 
ments we got from the Egyptians. 
Come and make us another god!’ 
When it is made, the people raise 
a great shout, and fall down and 
worship it. ‘Hark! listen; what 
shout is that I hear?’ says Moses, 
as he comes down the mountain- 
side. ‘Alas,’ says Joshua, ‘there’s 
war in the camp; it is the shout 
of the victor.’ ‘Ah, no,’ says Moses, 
‘it isn’t the shout of victory or of 
war, Joshua, it is the cry of idola- 
ters. They have forgotten the God 
who delivered them from the 
Egyptians, who led them through 
the Red Sea, who fed them with 
bread from Heaven—angels’ food. 
They have forgotten their promises 
to keep the commandments, Al- 
ready the first two of them are 
broken, “no other gods,” “no gra- 
ven image.” They’ve made them 
another god—a golden god!’ And 
that’s what men have been do- 
ing ever since. 


Men worship the golden calf 
rather than the God of Heaven. 
Look around you. They bring be- 
fore it health, and happiness, and 
peace. “Give me thirty pieces of 
silver, and I will sell you Christ” 
is the world’s cry today. “Give 
me fashion, and I will sell you 
Christ!” “I will sacrifice my wife, 
my children, my life; my all, for 
a little drink. I will sell my soul 
for drink! It is easy to blame 
those Israelites for worshiping the 
golden calf. But what are we do- 
ing ourselves? Ah, man was a 
failure then, and he has been a 
failure ever since. 


Then God put him under the 
judges, and wonderful judges they 
were; but, once more, what a 
failure he was! After that came 
the prophets, and what a failure 
he was under them! Then came 
the Son Himself from Heaven out 
of the bosom of the Father. He 
left the throne and came down 
here to teach us how to live. We 
took Him and murdered Him on 
Calvary! Man was a failure in 
Christ’s time. 

And now we are living under 
the dispensation of grace—a won- 
derful dispensation. God is shower- 
ing down blessings from above. 
But what is man under grace? A 
stupendous failure. Look at that 
man reeling on his way to a 
drunkard’s grave, and his soul go- 
ing to a drunkard’s Hell! Look at 
the wretched harlots on your 
streets! Look at the profligacy and 
the pauperism and the loathsome 
sickness! Look at the vice and 
crime that festers everywhere, and 
tell me is it not true that man 
is a failure under grace? 


Yes, man is a-failure. I can see 
down the other side of the millen- 
nium. Christ ‘has swayed His 
scepter over the earth for a 
thousand vears; but man is a 
failure still, for “when the thou- 
sand years are expired, Satan 
shall be loosed out of his prison, 
and shali go out to deceive the 
nations which are in the four 
quarters of the earth. Gog and 
Magog, to gather them together to 
battle . . . and they compass the 
camp of the saints about, and the 
beloved city: and fire came down 
from God out of heaven and de- 
voured them.” What man wants 
is another nature; he must be born 
again. 

What a foolish saying, “Exper- 
ience teaches.’ Man has been a 
long time at that school, and has 
never learned his lesson yet—his 
own weakness and inability. He 
still thinks great things of his own 
strength. “I am going to stand 
after this,” he says, “I have hit 


upon the right plan this time. I 
am able to keep the law now.”’ But 
the first temptation comes, and he 
is down. Man will not believe in 
God’s strength. Man will not ac- 
knowledge himself a failure, and 
surrender to Christ to save him 
from his sins. 


Is it not better to find out in 
this world that we are a failure, 
and to go to Christ for deliverance, 
than to sleep on and go down to 
Hell without knowing we are sin- 
ners? 


This Doctrine That All Are 
Sinners Alike Is Unpopular 


I know this doctrine that we 
have failed, that we have all sin- 
ned and come short, is exceeding- 
ly objectionable to the natural 
man. If I had tried to find out the 
most disagreeable verse in the 
whole Bible, perhaps I could not 
have fastened upon one more uni- 
versally disliked than “There is 
no difference.” 


I can imagine Noah leaving his 
ark and going off preaching once 
in a while. As the passers-by stop 
to listen, there is no sound of the 
hammer or the plane. Noah has 
stopped work. He has gone off on 
a preaching tour, to warn his 
countrymen. Perhaps he tells them 
that a great deluge is coming to 
sweep away all the workers of 
iniquity; perhaps he warns them 
that every man who is not in the 
ark must perish; that there would 
be no difference. 


I can imagine one man saying, 
“You had better go back and fin- 
ish your work, Noah, rather than 
come here preaching. You don’t 
think we are going to believe in 
such nonsense as that! You tell us 
that all are going to perish alike! 
Do you really expect us to believe 
that the kings and governors, the 
sheriffs and the princes, the rul- 
ers, the beggars and thieves and 
harlots, are all going to be alike 


“Yes,” says Noah; “the deluge 
that is coming by and by will take 
you all away—every man that is 
not in the ark must die. There 
will be no difference.” Doubtless 
they thought Noah had gone rav- 


ing mad. But did not the flood’ 


come and take them all away? 
Princes and paupers, and knaves 
and kings—was there any differ- 
ence? No difference. 

When the destroying angel was 
about to pass through Egypt, no 
doubt the haughty Egyptian 
laughed at the poor Israelite put- 
ting the blood on his door-post and 
lintel. ‘“‘What a foolish notion,” he 
would say, derisively; “the very 
idea of sprinkling blood on a 
door-post! If there were anything 
coming, that would never keep it 
away. I don’t believe there is any 
death coming at all; and if it did, 
it might touch these poor people, 
but it would certainly never come 
near us.” 

But when the night came, there 
was no difference. The king in his 
palace, the captive in his prison, 
the beggar by the wayside—they 
were all alike. Into every house 
the king of terrors had come, and 
there was universal mourning in 
the land. In the home of the poor 
and the lowly, in the home of the 
prince and the noble, in the home 
of governor and ruler, the eldest 
son lay dead. Only the poor Israel- 
ites escaped who had the blood on 
the door-post and lintel. And 
when God comes to us in judg- 
ment, if we are not in Christ, all 
will be alike. Learned or unlearn- 
ed, high or low, priest or scribe— 
there will be no difference. 

Once more, I can imagine Abra- 
ham going down from the hills to 
Sodom, He stands up, let us say, on 
the corners of the streets, before 
Sodom was destroyed—“Ye men of 
Sodom, I have a message from my 
God to you.” The people stand and 
look at the old man—you can see 
his white locks as the wind sweeps 
through them. “I have a warning 
for you,” he cries; “God is going 
to destroy the five cities of the 
plain, and every man who does not 
escape to yonder mountain must 
nerish. When He-eomes to deal in 
judgment with you there will be 
no difference; every man must 
die. The Lord Mayor, .the princes, 
the chief men, the mighty men, 
the judges, the treasurers—all 
must perish. The thief and the 
vagabond, and the drunkard— 
ves, all must perish alike. There

But these Sodomites answer, 


“You had better go back to your 
tent on the hills, Abraham. We 
don’t believe a word of it. Sodom 
was never so prosperous, Business 
was never so flourishing as now.

everything moving on as it has 
done for centuries. Don’t preach 
that stuff to us; we don’t believe 
ns 

A few hours pass, and Sodom 
is in ashes! Did God make any 
difference among those who would 
not believe? No, God never utters 
any opinion; what He says is 


truth. “All have sinned and come 
short,”’ He cries, “and there is no 
difference.” 


I read of a deluge of fire that is 
going to roll over this earth, and 
when God comes to deal in judg- 
ment, there will be no difference, 
and every man who is out of 
Christ must perish. 


It was my sad lot to be in the 
Chicago fire. As the flames rolled 
down our streets, destroying every- 
thing in their onward march, I 
saw the great and the honorable, 
the learned and the wise, fleeing 
before the fire with the beggar 
and the thief and the harlot. All 
were alike. As the flames swept 
through the city it was like the 
judgment day. Neither the Mayor, 
nor the mighty men, nor the wise 
men could stop those flames. They 
were all on a level then, and many 
who were worth hundreds of thou- 
sands were left paupers that night. 


When the day of judgment 
comes there will be no difference. 
When the deluge came there was 
no difference; Noah’s ark was 
worth more than all the world. 
The day before, it was the world’s 
laughing stock and if it had been 
put up to auction, you could not 
have gotten anybody to buy it ex- 
cept for firewood. But the deluge 
came, and then it was worth more 
than all the world together. And 
when the day of judgment comes, 
Christ will be worth more than 
all this world, more than ten thou- 
sand worlds. And if it was a ter- 
rible thing in the days of Noah to 
die outside the ark, it will be far 
more terrible for us to go down 
in our sins to a Christless grave. 


We Are All Sinners Alike 


Now I hope that’ you have seen 
what I have been trying to prove 
—that we are all sinners alike, I 
should like to use another illus- 
tration or two. I should like to 
make this truth so plain that a 
child might know it. 

In the olden times in England, 
we are told, they used to have a 
game of firing arrows through a 
ring on the top of a pole. The 
man that failed to get all his ar- 
rows through the ring was called 
a “sinner.” Now I should like for 
a moment to take up that illustra- 
tion. Suppose our pole to be up 
in the gallery, and on the top of 
it the ring. I have got ten arrows, 
let us say, and Mr. Sankey has 
got another ten. I take up the 
first arrow, and take a good aim. 
Alas! I miss the mark. Therefore 
I am a “sinner.” “But,” I say, “I 
will do the best I can with the 
other nine. I have only missed 
with one.” Like some men who 
try to keep all the commandments 
but one! I fire again, and miss the 
mark a second time. “Ah, but,” I 
say, “I have got eight arrows 
still,” and away goes another ar- 
row—miss! I fire all the ten ar- 
rows and do not get one through 
the ring. Well, I was a “sinner” 


after the first miss, and I can 
only be a “sinner” after the 
tenth. : 

Now Mr. Sankey comes with 


his ten arrows. He fires and gets 
his first arrow through. “Do you 
see that?” he says. “Well,” I re- 
ply, “go on; don’t boast until you 
get them all through.” He takes 
the second arrow and gets that 
through. “Ha! do you see that?”’ 
“Don’t boast,” I repeat, “until all 
ten are through.” If a man has 
not broken the law at all then he 
has got something to boast of! 
Away goes the third, and it goes 
through. Then another and an- 
other all right and another until 
nine are through. “Now,” he says, 
“one more arrow, and I am not a 
sinner.” He takes up the last ar- 
row, his hand trembles a little; he 
just misses the mark. And he is 
a “sinner” as well as I am. 

My friend have you never missed 
the mark? Have you not come 
short? I should like to see the 
man who never missed the mark. 
He never lived. 

Let me give you just one more 


illustration. When Chicago was a 
small town, it was incorporated 
and made a city. When we got our 
charter for the city, there was one 
clause in the constitution that al- 
lowed the Mayor to appoint all 
the police. It worked very well 
when it was a small city; but 
when it had three or four hundred 
thousand inhabitants, it put too 
much power in the hands of one 
man. So our leading citizens got 
a new bill passed that took the 
power out of the hands of the 
Mayor, and put it into the hands 
of Commissioners appointed by 
government. There was one clause 
in the new law that no man 
should be a policeman who was 
not a certain height—5 feet 6 
inches, let us Say. 


When the Commissioners got in- 
to power, they advertised for men 
as candidates, and in the adver- 
tisement they stated that no man 
need apply who could not bring 
good credentials to recommend 
him. I remember going past the 
office one day, and there was a 
crowd of men waiting to get in. 
They quite blocked up the side of 
the street, and they were compar- 
ing notes as to their chances of 
success. One said to another, “I 
have got a good letter of recom- 
mendation from the Mayor, and 
one from the supreme judge.” An- 
other said “I have a good letter 
from Senator So-and-so, I’m sure 
to get in.”” The two men come on 
together, and lay their letters 
down on the Commissioner’s desk. 
“Well,” say the officials, “you have 
certainly a good many letters, but 
we won’t read them till we mea- 
sure you.” Ah! they forgot all 
about that. 


So the first man is measured, 
and he is only five feet. “No 
chance for you, sir. The law says 
the man must be 5 feet 6 inches, 


and you don’t come up to the 
standard.” 
The other says, “Well, my 


«hance is a good deal better than 
his, I'm a good bit taller than he 
is,’ and he begins to measure him- 
self by the other man. That is 
what people are always doing— 
measuring themselves by others. 
Measure yourselves by the law of 
God, or by the Son of God Him- 
self; and if you do that, you will 
find you have come short. He goes 
up to the officers, and they mea- 
sure him; 5 feet 5 inches and nine- 
tenths of an inch. “No good,” 
they tell him; “you’re not up to 
the standard.” “But I’m only one- 
tenth of an inch short,” he remon- 
strates. “It’s no matter,” they say; 
“there’s no difference.” He goes 
with the man who was five feet. 
One comes short six inches, and 
the other only one-tenth of an 
inch, but the law cannot be 
changed. 


And the law of God is that no 
man shall go into the kingdom of 
Heaven with ome sin on him. He 
that has broken the least law is 
guilty of all.

“Then, is there any hope for 
me?” you say. “What star is there 
to relieve the midnight darkness 
and gloom? What is to become of 
me? If all this is true, I am a 
poor lost soul. I have committed 
sin from my earliest childhood.”’ 

Thank God, my friends, this is’ 
just where the Gospel comes in. 
“He was made sin for us who 
knew no sin.” “He was wounded 
for our transgressions: he was 
bruised for our iniquities; the 
chastisement of our peace was up- 
on him, and with his stripes we 
are healed.” “We all like sheep 
have gone astray, we have turned 
every one to his own way, and 
the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all.” 

You ask me what my hope is; 
it is that Christ died for my sins, 
in my stead, in my place, and 
therefore I can enter into life 
eternal. You ask Paul what his 
hope was. “Christ died for our 
sins according to the Scripture.” 
This is the hope in which died 
all the glorious martyrs of old, in 
which all who have entered Heav- 
en’s gate have found their only 
comfort. Take that doctrine of 
substitution out of the Bible, and 
my hope is lost. With the law, 
without Christ, we are all un- 
done. The law we have broken, 
and it can only hang over our 
head the sharp sword of justice. 
Even if we could keep it from this 
moment, there remains the unfor- 
given past. “Without shedding of 
blood there is no remission.” 


There is a well-known story told 


of Napoleon the First’s time. In 
one of the conscriptions, during 
one of his many wars, a man was 
balloted as a conscript who did 
not want to go, but he had a 
friend who offered to go in his 
place, His friend joined the regi- 
ment in his name, and was sent 
off to the war. By and by a bat- 
tle came on, in which he was 
killed, and they buried him on 
the battlefield. 


Some time after the Emperor 
wanted more men, and by some 
mistake the first man was bal- 
loted a second time. They went 
to take him, but he remonstrated. 

“You cannot take me.” 

“Why not?” 

“I am dead,” was the reply. 

“You are not dead; you are alive 
and well.” 

“But I am dead,” He said. 

“Why, man, you must be mad! 
Where did you die?” 

“At such a battle, and you left 
me buried on such a battlefield.” 

“You talk like a madman,” they 
cried. 

But the man stuck to his point 
that he had been dead and buried 
some months. “Look up your 
books,” he said, “and see if it is 
not so.” 

They looked, and found that he 
was right. They found the man’s 
name entered as drafted, sent to 
the war, and marked off as killed. 

“Look here,’ they said, “you 
didn’t die. You must have gotten 
someone to go for you. It must 
have been your substitute.” 

“I know that,” he said; “he 
died in my stead. You cannot 
touch me. I died in that man, and 
now I go free. The law has no 
claim against me.” 

They would not recognize the 
doctrine of substitution, and the 
case was carried to the Emperor, 
who said that the man was right, 
that he was dead and buried in the 
eyes of the law, and that France 
had no claim against him. 

The story may be true, or may 
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a state job, his in-

your happiness. It was not because 
of sin that Job lost his sons, his 
daughters, his flocks, his herds and 
became diseased. But God got 
glory by allowing it. I say, failure 
does not always come because of 
sin, but it often does. 

In this case three thousand 
soldiers went up to take a little 
city, but their hearts turned to 
water, and they turned and ran. 
Thirty-six were killed. Can’t you 
see these three thousand men scat- 
ter down the hill and run for their 
lives, scared to death of a few 
hundred people of Ai. They lost 
their courage. God quit them and 
their hearts melted and became 
as water. And they ran. 

Joshua was distressed, he and 
all the elders of Israel. As a sign 
of their sorrow and humility, they 
knelt down and put dirt on their 
heads, and cried to God. ‘Oh, 
what will the Canaanites do now! 
They are sure to kill us all now. 
We can’t fight. The people are 
afraid. God has forsaken us.’ Fail- 
ure often comes because of sin. 

That was true in I Corinthians, 
chapter 11, where Paul wrote, 
“For this cause, [because of sin 
and because of divisions and 
strife and getting drunk at the 
Lord’s Supper, and because they 
put up with evil there—a man in 
the church living in sin and they 
didn’t put him out] many are 
weak and sickly among you, and 
many sleep.” Many people were 
sick and a good many Christians 
in the church had died because of 
sin. Sin brings failure. 

H. C. Duke was kind of the 
originator of the dime _ stores 
down in Texas. Before Kress 
and Woolworth and Grant and 
others, H. C. Duke, a _ Baptist 
deacon down in “Texas, and 
Ayers, started nickel stores in Tex- 
as and the Southwest. Duke 
opened ten stores and went broke 
again and again and again. Finally 
he saw he was not putting God 
first, so he opened his door, knelt 
down behind the counter and said, 
“© God, I promise You that every 
dime we make, You will get a 
penny or more. I will give You 
the tithe of every penny; I will 
put You as the manager of the 
store.” 

And they prospered. He opened 
another store, then another, and 
another. He began to give two- 
tenths, then fifty per cent, then 
ninety per cent. Finally he just 
took out some expense money and 
gave the rest to the Lord’s cause. 
They had a great circle of stores 
—some thirty-two at one time— 
in the beginning of this dime-store, 
notion-store day. 

People fail because they do not 
put God first, and because of-sin 
people are sick. That is why James 
5:14, 15, says, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders 
of the church; and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord: And the 
prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, 
they shall be forgiven him.” Evi- 
dently sin brings sickness in many 
cases and sin brings failure many, 
many times. In this case failure 
came because of sin. 


II. Getting Right Is Better 
Than Prayer or Mourning 


Now notice that getting right 
is better than prayer. So God tells 
Joshua in verses 6 through 12: 

“And Joshua rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth wpon his face 
before the ark of the Lord until 
the eventide, he amd the elders of 
Israel, and put dust upon their 
heads. And Joshua said, Alas, O 
Lord God, wherefore hast thou at 
all brought this people over Jor- 
dan, to deliver us into the hand 
of the Amorites, to destroy us? 
would to God we had been content, 
and dwelt on the other side Jor- 
dan! O Lord, what shall I say, 
when Israel turneth their backs 
before their enemies! For the Ca- 
nannites and all the inhabitants 
of the land shall hear of it, and 
shall environ us round, and cut 
off our name from the earth: and 
what wilt thou do unto thy great 
mame? And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, Get thee wp; wherefore 
liest thou thus upon thy face? 
Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also tramsgressed my covenant 
which I commanded them: for 
they have even taken of the ac- 
cursed thing, and have also stolen, 
and dissembled also, and they have 


put it even among their own stuff. 
Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their ene- 
mies, but turned their backs be- 
fore their enemies, because they 
were accursed: neither will I be 
with you any more, except ye de- 
stroy the accursed from among 
you.” 


Getting right with God is more 
important than prayer and all the 
other forms and ceremonies. Can 
you see all the elders of Israel 
down on their faces? They have 
torn their clothes to show their 
grief; they have put dirt and ashes 
on their heads and are crying and 
praying, ‘Oh, we are in bad shape 
now. What will happen to us? 
Lord, help us! Help us, Lord!’ 

But the Lord rebuked Joshua. 
‘Get on your feet!’ I think the 
Lord nudged him with His foot, 
Saying, ‘What are you doing down 
there crying around? Get up; 
you've got something to do.’ 


‘But, Lord, we are... .’ 


‘Yes, and you are going to be 
in worse shape. If you don’t do 
what I tell you and clean out this 
sin, I will be with you no more. 
Not only did you get licked this 
time; you will get licked every 
time. I will be with you no more 
if you don’t get the accursed out.’ 

Wasn't it right for Joshua to 
pray? But praying isn’t the main 
thing when sin needs fixing. 

That is what the Lord told 
King Saul in I Samuel, chapter 15. 

‘Saul, go and smite that wicked 
group of idolatrous and evil 
Amalekites, and utterly destroy 
all that they have, and spare them 
not; but slay both man and wom- 
an, infant and suckling, ox and 
sheep, camel and all—the whole 
business.’ 

But instead of killing King 
Agag, Saul tied him on behind his 
chariot and thought, “Boy, they 
will think I am a great king when 
I come back with this king of 
the Amalekites trotting along be- 
hind my buggy.” 

Then Samuel came out and 
asked, ‘Did you do what the Lord 
told you to do?’ 

‘Yes, sir. I sure did.’ 

Samuel inquired, ‘What means 
then this bleating of the sheep in 
mine ears, and the lowing of the 
oxen which I hear? I told you, 
and God told you to destroy them 
all.’ 

Saul said to Samuel, ‘Yes, I 
have obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
and have brought Agag the king 
and have utterly destroyed the 
Amalekites. And the fattest of the 
beef and the best of the sheep 
we brought for sacrifices to the 
Lord.’ 

Samuel said, “Hath the Lord 
as great delight in burnt-offerings 
and sacrifices, as in obeying the 
voice of the Lord? Behold, to obey 
is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams. For 
rebellion is as the sin of witch- 
craft, and stubbornness is as in- 
iquity and idolatry. Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the 
Lord, he hath also rejected thee 
from being king” (I Sam. 15:22, 
23). 

I am thinking now about a wom- 
an in this town, a very pious 
woman. She is for the Bible and 
prayer, but uses that as a good 
excuse to have her own way. “We 
will get by with doing such and 
such if we pray enough.” No, you 
will not get by. You can be as 
pious as you please, you can talk 
about the Bible, read the Bible and 
pray, but if you do not do right, 
if you do not confess and forsake 
sin, you will not have blessing. 

As far as success in the Chris- 
tian life, some of the poorest peo- 
ple are those who talk a lot about 
the Bible and pray, yet cannot 
win their own children, nor any- 
body else. Their business does not 
succeed; they are not happy. What 
is wrong? AI? that religious stuff 
will not take the place of doing 
right. 

So God said, ‘Get up off your 
feet, Joshua. It is not time to pray 
now; it is time to do right.’ Some- 
times you had better go and do 
right, then come back and pray. 
Pray after you get things fixed 
up. It is the part of a hypocrite 
to try to get by with praying when 
you ought to be doing right about 
something. 

The Lord said in Matthew, chap- 
ter 5, verses 23, 24, “Therefore if 
thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought against thee;

not, but one thing I know to be 
true: the Emperor of Heaven 
recognizes the doctrine of substi- 
tution. Christ died for me; that 
is my hope of eternal life. ‘““‘There 
is no condemnation to them which 
are in Christ Jesus.” If you ask 
me what you must do to share this 
blessing, I answer—go and deal 
personally with Christ about it. 
Take the sinner’s place at the foot 
of the cross. Strip yourself of all 
your own righteousness, and put 
on Christ’s. Wrap yourself up in 
His perfect robe, and receive Him 
by simple trust as your own Sav- 
jour. Thus you inherit the price- 
less treasures that Christ hath 
purchased with His blood. 

“As many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become 


the sons of God.” Yes, sons of 
God: power to overcome the 
world; the flesh, and the Devil; 


power to crucify every besetting 
Sin, passion, lust; power to shout 
in triumph over every trouble and 
temptation of your life, “I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” 

I have been trying to tell you 
the old, old tale that men are sin- 
ners. I may be speaking to some 
one, perhaps, who thinks it a 
waste of time. “God knows I’m 
a sinner,” he cries; “you don't 
need to prove it. Since I could 
speak, I’ve done nothing but break 
every law of earth and Heaven.” 

Well, my friend, I have good 
news for you. It is just as easy for 
God to save you who have broken 


Leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way; first be 
reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift.” 

Go and get right with people 
first, then come back and give to 
God—whether it is preaching, or 
singing, or giving money, or a 
testimony, or a solo, or what not. 
You cannot please God until you 
get right with other people. 

So the Lord said, ‘Joshua, clean 
out the wicked people. Someone 
stole and took God’s things and 
hid them. He lied about it and 
the whole nation is going to be 
held responsible. So get up off 
your face; quit your crying and 
wondering about God’s reputation.’ 

Some people think you hurt 
God’s reputation when you con- 
demn sih. People say to me, 
“Brother Rice, if you and THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD jump on sin, 
some sinners won't like it. I’m 
afraid you won’t get anybody 
saved. If you preach on Hell, that 
drives people away.” That will be 
a good reason for you to check up 
and find out why this year we 
have already gotten letters from 
over six hundred people who have 
written us they had found Christ 
as Saviour through THE Sworp 
OF THE Lorp and through our 
booklets and pamphlets. And I 
have received about six thousand 
such letters through the years, 
besides those hundreds and thou- 
sands in foreign countries saved 
through Sword literature mail 
which is directed to missionaries. 
Any magazine that does not crack 
down on sin, does not have that 
kind of results in getting people 
saved. Any preacher who does not 
crack down on sin, does not have 
the kind of results that a preacher 
does who fights sin and comes 
out plainly. 

Joshua said, ‘O Lord, the Cana- 
anites are going to hear about it 
and what will they think about 
Thy great name?’ What he was 
really thinking about was, ‘T’ll get 
it in the neck.’ But actually God 
said, ‘You get up here and find 
this sin and never mind about my 
reputation.’ God does not want 
a reputation that you get by cut- 
ting the corners and pleasing the 
wicked and hiding sin. This busi- 
ness of pleasing everybody by not 
being against anything! “Oh,” you 
say, “I am positive. I am never 


the whole decalogue, as the man 
who has only broken one of the 
commandments. Both are dead— 
dead in sins. It is no matter how 
dead you are, or how long you 
have been dead; Christ can bring 
you to life just the same. There 
is no difference. When Christ met 
that poor widow coming out of 
Nain, following the body of her 
darling boy to the grave—he was 
just newly dead—His loving heart 
could not pass her; He stopped 
the funeral, and bade the dead 
arise. He was obeyed at once, and 
the mother was clasped once more 
in the living embrace of her son. 

And when Jesus stood by the 
grave of Lazarus, who had been 
dead four days, was it not just as 
easy for Him to say, “Lazarus, 
come forth’? Was it not as easy 
for Him to bring Lazarus from 
his tomb, who had been dead four 
days, as the son of the widow, 
who had been dead but one? Yes, 
it was just as easy; there was no 
difference. They were both alike 
dead, and Christ raised the one 
just as easily, and as willingly, 
and as lovingly as the other. 

And therefore, my friend, you 
need not complain that Chrisf can- 
not save you. Christ died for the 
ungodly, and if you turn to Him 
at this moment with an honest 
heart, and receive Him simply as 
your Saviour and your God I have 
the authority of His Word for 
telling you that He will in no wise 
cast you out. 

And you who have never felt 
the burden of your sin—you who 
think there is a great deal of dif- 
ference—you who thank God that 
you are not as other men—be- 
ware! God has nothing to say to 
the self-righteous. Unless you 
humble yourself before Him in 


negative.” You are like a woman 
who said to me about her pastor, 
“We have the dearest little pastor. 
He never gets on politics or re- 
ligion either.” And so he was a 
very dear little pastor. You are 
not the kind God wants. 

He said, ‘Joshua, never you 
worry. Do right about this and I 
will look after my great name. 
Get up off your face and find this 
matter,’ 


III. Israel Hath Sinned 


Notice the next thing the Lord 
said: “Israel hath sinned.” 

Israel? Joshua might have said, 
“Now wait a minute! Most of 
these people don’t know anything 
about it. Are you blaming the 
whole nation? Israel sinned? But 
Lord, why don’t you say one man 
sinned?” 

‘Well, no,’ the Lord said, ‘if that 
man sinned, the fellow next to him 
must have seen him when he got 
that wedge of gold, fifty shekels 


weight.’ (He didn’t say that yet,’ 


but they will find that.) But he 
(Continued on page 10) 


the dust, and confess before Him 
your iniquities and sins, the gate 
of Heaven, which is open only for 
swners saved by grace, must be 
shut against you forever. (From 
the book, Select Sermons.)

wouldn’t find two hundred shekels 
of silver and a Babylonish garment 
and a wedge of gold weighing fifty 
Shekels and no one know it. He 
would not find all that, then wrap 
it up and take it home and dig 
a hole in the ground and hide 
it in the middle of his tent, and his 
wife not know it, and his children 
not know it, and the fellows who 
fought beside him not know it. 
Now somebody would find out, 
and if everybody was looking out 
to do what God said and enforce 
the rules, a lot of people would 
have known it. 

God said, ‘Israel hath sinned and 
I will be with you no more if you 
don’t take care of it.’ You know, 
we are going to be accountable for 
other folks. I am accountable for 
my family; for those who work 
with me. I am accountable for the 
evangelists. I cannot control] all 
of them, but I can sure stand up 
for those who are right, and be 
against those who are wrong. I 
can set the right standards. I 
must account to God. 

Somebody said, “I don’t think 
you ever ought to get on a thing 
like that because somebody might 
be of a different opinion.” Yes, 
there are differences of opinion. 
But God said He was going to hold 
the nation Israel, the whole na- 
tion, accountable until they 
cleaned up. 

Paul said in I Corinthians 11:28, 
‘Pray for me. Besides these other 
burdens, I have the care of all 
the churches.’ I ask Paul, “Why 
bother with all the churches? 
Why run everybody? Why med- 
die?” Paul answers, ‘God put me 
as an apostle to the Gentiles, and 
I am accountable.’ Paul had the 
care of all the churches. 

God, too, wants us to feel ac- 
countable. I am accountable for 
America—at least the part I can 
warn, I ought to warn. If there 
is sin that ought to be called to 
attention and people asked to re- 
pent, I ought to do that. 

So God told Joshua He was go- 
ing to hold the whole nation ac- 
countable. Joshua could not get 
by. ‘You and this nation let a man 
get by with sin like that. You 
have to dig it out. Israel hath 
sinned.’ 

If you don’t make your children 
do right, God will put a curse on 
the whole family. A man is ac- 
countable for his family. You are 
going to have to give account to 
God for your family, for your city, 
for your church, for your denomi- 
nation, for the group you work 
with.

God said, ‘I don’t have to point 
him out. You find him yourself.’ 
Some people say they don’t feel 
convicted about a matter. Maybe 
it is smoking or the lodges, or 
something else. But they say, “If 
I felt convicted I would quit it.” 
Well, it is up to you to find your 
own convictions. If a man wanted 
to, he could find out whether it 
is right for a Christian to smell 
like some people smell. If a fellow 
is really concerned about it, he 
could find out whether it-is right 
to take those bloody oaths in the 
lodges and yoke up with unbe- 
lievers. A woman could find out 
what is right when she says, “I 
don’t have any conviction against 
being engaged to a lost man.” 
Listen, God is going to hold. you 
accountable whether you find out 
or not. 


D. L. Moody said a man came 
to him one time. He and his family 
were in trouble. He said to Moody, 
“T don’t know what is the matter.” 

Moody said, ‘““What sin is in the 
way?” 

He said, “I don’t know what 
is in the way.” 

Then Moody said, 
at it!” 

When they got down to pray 
Moody said the man hit it the 
first pop out of the box! 

You could probably find out 
what is wrong if you got to dig- 
ging. 

So God said, ‘Joshua, you do it.’ 

‘But, Lord, won’t You even tell 
me which tribe?’ 

‘No, I won't tell you which 
tribe.’ 

‘What household?’ 

‘No, I won’t tell you that.’ 

So the next morning everybody 
lined up—all the men, the whole 
nation. Joshua, what are you going 
to do? I am going through the 
nation, tribe by tribe, and see 
which one. Judah was taken, but 
they had to try them all to find 
out. | 

And now what household? The 
household of Zabdi. Now what 
family? The family of Zerah. Now 
what man? The man, Achan. One 
by one they came right on down 
and everybody in the nation had 
to stand up. Don’t you know there 
was trembling in a lot of boots? 
“T wonder what the Lord has 
caught up with me about now?” 
Wouldn’t you say, “Well, the Lord 
could find something badly wrong 
with me if He got to digging too 
close’? 

Everybody was lined up here. 
Somebody was to be killed. Who? 
Go through the whole crowd. You 
had better find out what is wrong 
in your life. You need not say 
you don’t know. You had better 
find out. You had better be read- 
ing the Bible, and praying, and 
waiting on God until He shows 
you what is wrong. 

People move into a community 
and live there month after month, 
year after year, and never join in 
with God’s people. They have no 
sense of responsibility, then say,

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“— don’t know what is wrong.” 
You don’t? You could find out if 
you worked at it. Some of you rob 
God, put your business first, waste 
your money on family and fine 
things for the home and all that. 
You have none for God’s cause 
or for missions or soul winning. 
And you don’t know what is 
wrong. 


Some of you never have family 
altar. You never gather your chil- 
dren around and read the Bible 
and pray. You cannot imagine why 
it is your children are not con- 
verted. 


Here in a family the young peo- 
ple go wrong. One Christian fami- 
ly I know had a boy who was 
convicted of serious crime. You 
had better not wait until it comes 
to that. 


Joshua, you find out what is 
wrong, why God won’t bless you, 
why courage has left and their 
hearts have turned to water and 
they cannot stand before their 
enemies. So they went through 
every tribe, every household, 
every family, down man by man 
until they came to Achan, the 
son of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, 
the son of Zerah, of the tribe of 
Judah. God said, “That is the 
man.” You can find him. God is 
_ going to hold you accountable for 
finding the sin. 


V. Garment, Golden Wedge, 
Shekels 
Note what the sin of Achan was. 
What did he take that belonged 
to God? Read Joshua 7:19-22: 


“And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, gwe, I pray thee, glory 
to the Lord God of Israel, and 
make confession unto him; and 
tell me now what thou hast done; 
hide it not from me. And Achan 
answered Joshua, and said, Indeed 
I have swmned against the Lord 
God of Israel, and thus and thus 
have I done: When I saw among 
the spoils a goodly Babylonish 
garment, and two hundred shekels 
of silver, and a wedge of gold of 
fifty shekels weight, then I coveted 
them, and took them; and, behold, 
they are hid in the earth in the 
midst of my tent; and the silver 
under it. So Joshua sent mes- 
sengers, and they ran unto the 
tent; and, behold, it was hid in his 
tent, and the silver under it.” 

This was a Babylonish garment. 
It must have been fine. Perhaps it 
had sewed on it gold braids and 
mother-of-pearl buttons and _ se- 
quins. Maybe it had real pearls 
in strings around and bead work 
and designs. Or maybe it had silk 
and the finest of buckskin tanned 
and jade buttons. It was fixed up 
nice, wasn’t it?—this fine Babylon- 
ish garment. 

So Achan said, “I don’t believe 
the priest will need that. Besides, 
I want it myself.” He took that, 
and a wedge of gold of fifty shek- 
els weight and two hundred shek- 
els of silver, and hid it. 

Notice the nature of the sin. 
When God is talking about His 
people Israel, He says about the 
nation, “They have also trans- 
gressed my covenant which I com- 
manded them: for they’ have even 
taken of the accursed thing, and 
have also stolen, and dissembled 
also, and they have put it even 
among their own stuff” (Josh. 
7:11). 

That is the way people do. You 
count it yours, but God says it is 
His. It is devoted and you count 
it yours. That makes it accursed. 
And you hide it. Nobody knows 
it. You count it yours. You have 
dissembled and deceived. 

How did he get it? He saw it, 
then coveted it, then took it, then 
hid it. That is the way sin is. That 
is why the Bible says, “Look not 
thou upon the wine when it is 
red, when it giveth his colour 
in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright. At the last it biteth like 
a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder” (Prov. 23:31, 32). At the 
last it bites, so don’t look at it at 
the start. If you don’t make the 
start, you don’t come out at the 
end. The fellow who goes in one 
end of the horn comes out the 
other. He always comes out the 
little end if it is sin. The way 
to keep from the bad end is yon- 
der at the start. So Achan saw it 
and coveted it, took it, then hid it. 
That is,the progression in sin. 

There was David on the house- 
top. He looked down and saw a 
woman taking a bath. The first 
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look was not sin. But the second 
was. Then he sent for her, then 
he handled her, then led her into 
adultery. Then he had to kill the 
husband, he thought. And the 
curse of God came on his whole 
family. That is the way sin goes. 
I saw it; I coveted it; I took it. 
Then he had to hide it and lie 
about it. What a tangled web we 
weave when first we practice to 
deceive! One lie leads to another. 
One sin leads to another. So ‘it 
was here. 


VI. Hidden in the Tent 


Notice what the next thing is. 
It is hidden in the tent. Joshua 
called Achan up and said, ‘Now, 
Achan, we found out it was you. 
God told us.’ Achan could not 
fight God. He would have argued 
‘f anybody else had said it, but 
God said it. Joshua said, ‘Achan, 
why don’t you give God the glory? 
Why don’t you tell us what it was 
and where it is?’ 


And so Achan confessed, “This is 
it. There was a goodly Babylonish 
garment and two hundred shekels 
of silver and a wedge of gold of 
fifty shekels weight. I coveted 
them, and took them, and behold, 
they are hid in the earth in the 
midst of my tent, and the silver 
under it.’ 


How many of our failures and 
sins are back at home. We can be 
pretty good Christians on Sunday; 
we can say “Amen” at the right 
place, sing the right songs, know 
when to rise and when to sit in 
our formal churches. We can be 
pretty good Christians outwardly, 
but back home in the tent—that 
is where many of our sins are 
hidden. That is where many of our 
failures are. 


Yes, Achan had it hidden back 
there in the tent. Yes, Achan, you 
look like a nice fellow to others. 
But your wife knows about this, 
your boys know about it. They 
will become crooks, too, if God 
doesn’t kill them, because of be- 
ing raised in that kind of an en- 
vironment. That may be one rea- 
son why God had them all killed. 

You see, sin was back in the 
tent. It would be a good thing 
if all of us here would go with a 
holy concern to our homes and 
think and pray and make sure 
there isn’t a feather’s weight there 
that will grieve God. We will take 
time for the Bible, time to pray. 
We will love one another. We will 
obey orders. It would be a good 
thing for us men to vow to take 
God’s place of responsibility; and 
for the wife to vow to be subject 
to her husband.and take a Chris- 
tian woman’s attitude; and for 
the children to say, “I will obey 
my parents.” 

Wouldn’t it be blessed if we 
never grieved God by what we 
read in the home, what we listen 
to on the radio or TV; by the 
company we keep, what we talk 
about, think about, the way we 
pray. But hidden in the tent is 
the secret of so much of our 
trouble, so much of our sin. 

So it was with this man. It was 
hidden in the tent. 

Notice the next thing here. 
Things hidden in the tent—it was 
a secret sin. Others did not know 
it. But God can bring judgment 
on a secret sin just as much as 
on a public sin. Isn’t that strange? 
The Bible says that many that 
are first shall be last and the last 
shall be first, because God knows 
some things about people you do 
not know. Thank God, He knows 
some sacrifice that others do not 
know. Jesus knew about that 
widow who put in two mites. Oth- 
er people did not know, and He 
said she had put in more than 
them all. Sometimes you think a 
man has put in lots of money, but 
God knows. God looks at what 
he had left. Somebody gives—he 
still bought a new suit of clothes, 
a new model car. He had all the 
conveniences. He had his ham and 
eggs for breakfast and his orange 
juice just the same. But some- 
body else gives and sacrifices. He 
patches a worn suit, uses an old 
model car. He does the best he 
can. God knows better than any- 
body else. And the secret sin comes 
to punishment just as surely as 
the public sin. And the secret 
charity is rewarded just as much 
as the thing that was done which 
everybody knew about. 

Oh,— we need to watch about 
secret sins. We are concerned 
about people knowing, but we 


ought to be more concerned about 
God. knowing. I imagine Achan 
said, “I have got to get this stuff 
home. Hey, son, get me a mattock 
right quick. Get me something 
to dig a hole here.” So the son 
brought a hoe or a mattock and 
they dug a hole in the tent to 
put the stuff in, and wrapped it 


want the dirt on this Babylonian 
garment. Then they covered it 
over with a rug or sheepskin or 
something like’ that. 


Yes, you kept your neighbor 
from finding it, Achan, but you 
did not keep it from God. God sees 
it. God always does, and He 
doesn’t let things get by. That 
is why the Bible says that one 
day in the great judgment time for 
lost sinners the books will be 
opened. They are closed now, the 
record books. We don’t see God's 
records but He will open them up 
for us one of these days and sin- 
ners then will receive their judg- 
ment, 


You may think sin is all covered 
over now and smoothed over. 
Things look good now; but they 
will be pretty bad when God brings 
them out. 


A man down South one time had 
a sore on his face, People kept in- 
sisting he see a doctor. 

“Oh, no, it isn’t much.” 

Later it became a running sore, 
an ulcer, and it began to smell 
bad. He finally decided it was can- 
cer. But he didn’t want anybody 
cutting on him, or putting radium 
on it to kill it. He read an ad in 
the paper about a certain kind of 
salve. A quack doctor said, “Buy 
this salve at one dollar a _ box, 
use about a box a week and it 
will kilt that.” So he bought that 
salve and put it on and the sore 
healed over—on the outside—but 
remained red and angry looking 
under the skin. After a while he 
died of cancer. 

You may cover over the outside 
of sin, but God knows it is a 
deadly cancer that still works in- 
side. 

Achan had as well been carrying 
that wedge of gold and the two 
hundred shekels of silver and been 
strutting around in front of every- 
body with that Babylonish gar- 
ment on, as to have them hidden. 
It is still going to come to judg- 
ment. 

Notice also that sin not only is 
the sin that nobody knows about, 
but the sin you won’t admit is 
sin. You don’t think this thing 
or that thing is so bad. You say, 
“Everybody is doing it.” “Every- 
body necks and pets.” “Everybody 
goes out late at night and drinks 
a few cocktails at a party,’ or 
“Everybody goes to these shows.” 

You may not admit it, but in 
that sense it is still a secret sin. 
Remember the text in Proverbs 
28:13, “He that covereth his sins 
shall not prosper.” Come on, call 
out your sins. “But I don’t call 
that a sin.” Not calling it sin does 
not change it at all. It is still 
sin. Oh, how we ought to have a 
heart that is sensitive when God 
warns of things. Don’t argue with 
God if God says it is wrong. Don’t 
argue with God if God even puts 
a question mark about it. 

I had to write a pastor the oth- 
er day, and turn down a revival 
invitation. He has a good church. 
I would have liked to have gone. 
He is nationally famous and if I 
called his name you would know 
him. I kept his invitation for two 
weeks, but couldn’t get any peace 
about it. God would have let me 
go, but He did not promise in 
my heart there would be any great 
blessing. 

Finally I wrote and told this 
pastor with a doctor’s degree that 
I was sorry I could not come. 
God did not promise He will go 
with me, and I could not have 
the clear leading of the Spirit that 
I ought to go. And I was not going 
without it. 

I did not go. I cannot go every- 
where, of course. In that case I 
would like to have gone. Wouldn’t 
it be wonderful if we would get so 
we are sensitive when God says, 
“Do this,” or “Don’t do it’? 

I used to have two horses when 
‘I was a boy. I got one when I 
was fifteen years old. There were 
eight of us, so my dad had the 
custom that when a boy became 
fifteen he got a horse, his own 
horse. When a girl was fifteen, 
she got a heifer calf. I sure was 
fglad to have a horse instead of a 
calf. But by the time my sister 
was old enough to marry, she had 


a 


ten or twelve fine head of cattle, 
and I still had one horse! 


up in something nice. They didn’t/ 
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But I got a fine horse, of fine 
blooded stock. But he had a blind 
tooth and a knot came on the side 
of his head. Later the knot was 
cut out and he got along all right. 
Then finally I traded him to Dad 
for another sorrel horse named 
Dick. I broke him and rode him. It 
is a good thing I began early, 
before he was. quite two years 
old. He was already grown in size. 
If I had let him get any start on 
me, I would never have broken

him. I rode him, but for years I 
had to watch him. 


If I passed someone on the road 
and just raised my hand, as we 
Westerners did, if I did not watch 
he would have his head down 
between his front legs and be go- 
ing just as high as he could go. 
I finally got where I made him 
mind because I watched him all 
the time. I got thrown many times 
from other ‘horses. Fortunately I 
was always on the watch in this 
case and never got thrown, though 
I was close to it many times. 


I rode him five years and then 
sold him. I wasn’t home when the 
man who bought him came after 
him. He had to rope him to catch 
him. The horse bucked all over the 
place when they saddled him up. 
And I had been riding him for 
five years. He was mean, just 
mean. 

I tried to lead that horse a 
mile one day in the hot sun. I 
wanted to walk home with a girl 
from church. But instead of lead- 
ing him, I was dragging him! He 
stretched his long neck out and his 
feet were full of lead. I pulled, and 
hauled, and tugged, and sweated, 
and took off my coat an tied that 
on the saddle. The girl said, “Why 
don’t you get on and ride?” 

“No, sir. I am going to lead 
him.” 

But this other fine blooded horse 
wasn’t like that. He was a gentle- 
men horse, named King. Always 
he wanted to see me. I had a bit 
of sugar or biscuit for him. I 
would put him in a box stall and 
go out. If I left the gate open, he 
would follow me right to the house 
and stick his head in the kitchen 
door. “Boy, I like that guy. He 
brings me things to eat.” 

When I broke him to ride, there 
wasn’t any breaking. All I had to 
do was teach him what to do. He 
wasn’t bridle-wise, but you just 
had to teach him. He never 
bucked; he didn’t try to. He was 
my friend, a gentleman kind of a 
horse. If I put my hand on his 
meck on the mane, I could lead 
him anywhere. When I rode him, 
I just put my hand on his 
meck and guided him. I didn’t even 
have to have a bridle on him. 

My, I would like to be the kind 
of a Christian that God didn’t 
have to whip and pull and haul 
all the time, wouldn’t you? 

My brother Bill has Ranger, an 
educated horse from Elgin, down 
at the ranch now. Bill said he was 
@s smart as he could be. “He is 
an educated horse,” he said, “but 
he drives like a truck or tractor. 
You’ve got to pull him around by 
main strength.” 

If God just pulls a lot of you 
Christians around, He can finally 
get you to do something. But that 
is a poor way to be. Oh, for a 
sensitive, tender heart and con- 
science so that God doesn’t have 
to fight to get us to see this is 
wrong, get us to see this ought 
to be cleaned up. 

God told Joshua to get up and 
fix that. ‘If you don’t, I will never 
be with you any more.’ What a 
housecleaning they had! We ought 
to have it, too. Back at home 
the secret sin; in the tent, secret 
sin. Oh, the curse of God on sin! 
Sin won't get by. 

Everybody thinks love is so im- 
portant. Well, the righteousness 
of God is important, too. Truth is 
important, too. It is a foolish kind 
of talk about love when- parents 
don’t whip their children to make 
them mind; or when officers don’t 
enforce the law; or when funda- 
mentalists run with modernists 
and don’t see any difference, and 
call the Devil’s crowd “brethren.” 
“Spit on the blood of Jesus.”’ So 
you say, “That’s all right, fellow. 
I am for you even though you do 
mot believe the Bible, even if you 
don’t believe in the blood atone- 
ment. You and I are buddies.” Not 
my buddy! You know it is a bad 
business when people don’t have a 
sensitive heart about sin. I pray 
God will give us that here in this 
church—a sensitive heart that is 
afraid of sin, that doesn’t want 

.. fto sin, and runs from it and when 
we find it,-we confess it and take 
it out. 

Let’s dig this secret sin out. 
God is going to bring it to judg- 
ment. 


VII, The Terrible Punishment 

Did you notice the terrible pun- 
fishment? You confessed the sin— 
mow what do you do? All right, 


go dig it up. There is the Babylon- 

ish garment, there are the two 

hundred shekels of silver, there 

is the wedge of gold of fifty shek- 

els weight. Bring them, And he 

ney them all. Then what did 
0? 


“They took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought 
them unto Joshua, and unto all 
the children of Israel, and laid 
them out before the Lord. And 
Joshua, and all Israel with him, 
took Achan the son of Zerah, and 
the silver, and the garment, and 
the wedge of gold, and his sons, 
and his daughters, and his oxen, 
and his asses, and his sheep, and 
his tent, and all that he had: and 
they brought them unto the val- 
ley of Achor.” 


What is this? The whole busi- 
ness, Achan, his wife, his sons, his 
daughters, the gold, the silver, the 
Babylonish garment, his oxen and 
his sheep, and the tent—every- 
thing he has. Come on, don’t leave 
a stick. If you have a kettle over 
a campfire, bring that. If you have 
a tent rope left, bring it on. Don’t 
leave anything. 

God said, ‘I will make a specta- 
cle of this. I am going to let 
people remember that I don’t like 
sin. I want to make an impression. 
You had better not let sin get 
by.’ 
So they brought Achan; “And 
Joshua said, Why hast’ thou 
troubled us? the Lord shall trouble 
thee this day. And all Israel stoned 
him with stones, and burned them 


with fire, after they had stoned 
them with stones.” Who? Achan 
and his whole family, every cow 
he had, kill them, too; every 
sheep, kill them, too. The whole 
business—kill everybody. Then 
what? Then build a fire. Bring up 
some dead logs here and get your 
trash and weeds and everything 
ready to kindle it. Bring the logs, 
pile them high. Now you have 
stoned Achan and beat in his head. 
He looks like a rabbit you ran 
over in the road. A bloody mess! 
Bring his wife and his children. 
You say, “His children, too?” Yes. 
Better kill them now rather than 
let them grow up in that kind 
of an atmosphere, trying to get 
by with sin. Bring his oxen and 
sheep. Come on, kill them and 
bring them up here. Put that 
Babylonish garment right up here 
in the middle of the fire. Put the 
silver and the gold up there. 


‘But it will melt down and run 
into all the ashes.’ 


God said, ‘Never mind; go ahead 
and burn them up. Stone them 
with stones and kill theni all.’ 

‘No mercy?’ 

‘No mercy; kill them all. Now 
build a fire.’ 

And then what—‘“And they 
raised over him a great heap of 
stones unto this day .... Where- 
fore the name of that place was 
called, The valley of Achor.” 

Can you see this man down in 
the valley burned up with fire? 
Now everybody bring all _ the 
boulders, bring all the rocks you 
can. Come on, pile them up on 
these ashes where that gold was, 
where the silver was, the Babylon- 
ish garment, Achan, his wife, and 


sons, and daughters, and oxen, 
and asses, and sheep, and tent. 
Come on—all of them are to be 
burned up. Now everybody bring 
your rocks. And everybody went 


out and gathered up stones and 


piled them on there. 

Someone passing along inquires, 
“What in the world is that great 
mount of rocks here?” That shows 
what God does about sin. That 
shows when you try to keep sin 
hidden, when you try to get by 
and won’t confess it and won't 
forsake it, God says, “I will see 
that you don’t get by with it.” 
The curse of God on hidden sin! 

Now I want to remind you of 
this—the God who brought judg- 
ment then will bring lost sinners 
to Hell. Unrepentant sinners must 
come to Hell. That is right. That 
is what is going to happen. Un- 
repentant sinners are going to die 
and go to Hell. You can’t get 
by with sin. 

But let me tell you some good 
news. Achan didn’t have to die. 
God would have forgiven it if he 
had said to his wife, “I have done 
wrong; this is wicked,’ and if he 
hadn’t waited until they found 
him out and tried to keep it a 
secret, but if he had come and 
said, “I have sinned. Joshua, tell 
the Lord. And I am going to offer 
a sacrifice and tell the nation I 
have sinned, that I confess it and 
I make restitution. I am sorry.” 
Yes, God would have forgiven it. 
You know, sin unconfessed brings 
damnation and ruin. “He that 
covereth his sins shall not prosper: 
but whoso confesseth and forsak- 
eth them shall have mercy.” 

Mercy—what a sweet word for 


sinners! That is why in Isaiah 55:1 
God says, “Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters.” 
He said, “Let the wicked forsake 
his way ...” Do you know why 
a wicked man can’t have God's 
mercy? He has not forsaken hig 
ways. That is repentance. “ .. .« 
and the unrighteous man hig 
thoughts: and let him return unto 
the Lord, and he will have mercy 
upon him.” You can confess your 
sin and have mercy. 


A preacher called.me long dis- 
tance from Alabama the other 
day and said, “Here is such and 
such a case. A young man got a 
divorce. He was partly to blame. 
Fifteen years went by and he mar- 
ried again. The other woman is 
married again. Now they were’ 
both converted. Now he wants to 
preach the Gospel. What do you 
say?” 

I told this preacher that if the 
man makes an open break and 
confesses sin and never takes up 
for the divorce and never excuses 
himself, though he will have some 
criticism, he is fit to preach if he 
really takes sides against sin. He 
will have to live it down like we 
live down any sin, but he must not 
excuse it. God can bless him, and 
make him useful. 

You know, Achan didn’t have to 
die. You don’t have to come to 
judgment and punishment either. 
If you judge yourself, you won't 
be judged. You can confess your 
sin and have mercy. Isn’t that a 
sweet thing? Oh, mercy! What a 
sweet thing it is. And you have it 
when you honestly confess your 
sins and turn away from them.
